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SCHOOL REPORT. 
GENERAL REMARKS. 


SUGGESTIONS TO PARENTS. 


There is a special necessity at the present time that parents 
should afford teachers all possible aid in their work. In most of 
our districts we can secure the services of a teacher only for a 
very few weeks. Itis therefore desirable that they should labor 
to the best advantage while employed, but they cannot do this 
unless there is perfect harmony between parents and teachers. If 
parents are not fully satisfied with the course pursued by teachers, 
it is desirable that the difficulty should be speedily adjusted. The 
proper course to be taken in such a case is, to go at once to the 
teacher and make a plain statement of the matter, in kind and 
respectful terms. In most cases, this will be sufficient; for a mis- 
understanding is generally the sole cause of the difficulty. The 
teacher does not understand the wishes of the parent, or the pa- 
rent does not understand the mode of procedure adopted by the 
teacher, and nothing is needed on either side except a few words 
of explanation. 

In the very few cases in which this course will not secure the 
end in view, the matter should be referred to the Superintending 
Committee; but this should seldom if ever be done, without a 
previous consultation with the teacher. 

Another part of the obligation of parents, is to manifest an inter- 
est in the mental progress of their children. To do this, you must 
watch over them yourselves, and not leave the whole care of their 
education to others. You should exhibit, at least, as much inter- 
est in their intellectual development, as you do in the growth of 
your cattle and your pigs. And will not such an interest lead you 
to visit your schools, and especially to be present examination 
days? Will it not also lead you to provide longer terms of in- 
struction, and, in some instances, more suitable school-houses ? 


HINTS TO TEACHERS. 


As some who have taught in this town-the past year may teach _ 
again in some of our schools, and as some, now pupils, will soon | 
be teachers, it may not be inappropriate to give a few hints in this 
report in regard to the proper mode of teaching. The work of

the teacher does not consist merely in reading questions from a 
book, and securing correct answers in the Janguage of the book. 
It is very proper for pupils to recite in the language of their text- 
books, but it is not sufficient for them to do this without a definite 
understanding of every word which is employed. The object of 
teaching is not to impart uninte ligible sounds, but ideas. 

The word imaginary, for instance, is a hard word for young pu- 
pils, and many of those who, are taught to use it do not know the 
difference between an imaginary line and a fish line. They are 
taught that the equator is an imaginary line, etc., but they cannot 
tell whether a ship is or is not liable to be obstructed by it in its 
passage from north to south latitude. 

They are also taught to define the poles of the earth, yet, in many 
instances, they get no definite idea of what is méant by the word 
poles, and they would be unable to tell the difference between 
north-pole and a liberty-pole or a bean-pole. Vine 

Such evils cannot be remedied entirely by even the best of text- 
books. The work must be done chiefly by teachers. They must 
see not merely that words are correctly pronounced and accurately 
remembered, but also that the idea conveyed by every word is 


clearly understood. To do this they must employ many explana- ‘ 


tions and illustrations of their own, in addition to those which they 
tind in their text-books. They must also make a free use of dic- 
tionaries, charts, and black-boards. 


DUTY OF PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEES. 


It is one part of the duty of Prudential Committees to inform 
the Superintending Committee of the time appointed for the com- 
mencement and close of each term. It is desirable that this duty 
should be seasonably performed, since inconvenience, or absence 
from an examination, will sometimes result from a failure on this 
point. , %
